Campus Political Party Refers 
'Primary' Motion To Committee

• TkE COLONIAL CAMPUS 
Party defeated a motion thia week 
to recommend to the Student 
Council that a mock presidential 
primary poll be included on the 
ballot for Student Council elec- 


Instead, the motion waa re- 
phrased and referred to the CCP 
' platform committee. 

Cameron Pippltt, in making the 
motion, stated that a tie-in with 
national issues would develop 
more interest in the Student 
Council election, especially among 
the older students of the Univer- 
sity. 

Stanley Heckman, In debate on 
the proposal, pointed out that such 
a poll, if held in conjunction with 
the Student Council elections, 
would draw people to vote who 
are not interested enough in cam- 
pus affairs to know the candidates 
and Issues in the elections. Mr. 
Heckman stated that the Student 
Council election should not be In- 
cidental to a mock presidential 
primary. 

A tie vote on the motion was 
broken by party chairman Roger 
Stuarl who voted against the mo- 
tion. Mr. Stuart's reasons were: 
people who vote In the Student 
Council elections should be those 
who have knowledge of the Stu- 
dent Council candidates and the 
Issues Involved. Also, Mr. Stuart 
stated that such a poll would 
cause too much extra work if 
held in conjunction with Student 
Council elections. He pointed out 
that the elections are held near 
the end of the term. Therefore, 
i he felt that a presidential primary 
Poll should be separate from the 
Student Council elections. 

A motion was then made to set 
up a committee of five to consider 
tile feasibility of setting up a 
presidential primary poll to be 
taken by the Colonial Campus 
Party. 

Mr. Heckman pointed out that 
the Colonial Campus Party by its 
name and its constitution is, in 
fact, a campus political party not 
; Connected in any way with na- 
tional politics. Because of this, he 


fait that such a poll could not 
rightfully be conducted by the 
party. The motion was withdrawn. 

The party passed a new motion 
that the suggestion to hold a 
presidential primary poll be re- 
ferred to the platform committee 
for possible Inclusion In the CCP 
platform for next year. In line 
w|,th this, Mr. Stuart appointed 
a new platform committee,, be- 
cause the previous one was non- 
functioning. The new committee 
consists of Dottle Williams, chair- 
man; Marty Gersten, Cameron 
Pippitt, Harold Boerlln and Charlie 
Landon. They were instructed to 
present a tentative platform to 
the party at the next meeting. 

Plans for the CCP nominating 


convention were presented by the 
nominating committee chairman 
Stanley Heckman. . 

Mr. Heckman s committee plans 
to have a credentials committee 
checking each person's eligibility 
to vote. . The convention will be 
opened by a keynote speaker who 
will outline the party's accomplish- 
ments, to be followed by a period 
of debate on qualifications of per- 
sons who are nominated. 

Nominating speeches will be 
limited to five minutes for can- 
didates for the Student Council 
executive committee and three 
minutes for all other candidates. 
The Chairman of the party, Roger 
Stuart, will act as chairman of the 
Convention. - — _

Stuart. And Capp has been Dave 
Aaronson’s partner for two years.

They re- 
ceived a draw with St. Joseph’s 
and were defeated by King's, 2-0. 

Daly with his regular partner 
Bill Stuart placed second in this 
same tournament last year and 
went to the West Point tourna- 
ment where they won four debates 
and lost four. 

During the regular- season this 
year Daly and Stuart captured 
first place in the largest inter- 
collegiate tournament in the 
country at Northwestern. 

Also during the regular season 
Capp and his regular partner, 
Dave Aaronson won the Dixie 
Classic tournament at Wake 
Forest. 

The two teams together placed 
third at William and Mary this 
year and ranked as best two-team 
combination last week at George-

Junior Village is Washington’s 
temporary shelter for abandoned 
and dependent children. 

But, like many such projects, 
It is understaffed; and the Uni- 
versity's Religious council Is spon- 
soring a project to help. 

To acquaint students with the 
problems and possible solutions, 
an orientation meeting will be 
held Tuesday at 5:15 pm in Build- 
ing O. 

Public Agency 

. Junior Village Is an agency of 
the Public Welfare department In 
the District of Columbia and la 
located near Bolling Air Force 
Base. The children living there 
are abandoned, or have no other 
means of support or care. 

Since Its establishment in 1948, 
the number of children there has 
increased almost 900 percent. The 
work started with only 35 young- 
sters, but the number has climbed 
td nearly 440. 

The children are received from 
the Police department’s Women's 
bureau, the Child Welfare associa- 
tion and Public Assistance officers. 

Large Turnover 

Ranging in age from six months 
to nineteen years, they usually 
stay from' three and one-half to 
five months at the village. There 
is a large variation In age and 
turnover of these youngsters and 
the village is short of personnel. 
The village neds all kinds of part- 
time, volunteer workers to help 
care for the youngsters. 

This is where University stu- 
dents can come into the picture. 
All students are urged to do some 
individual volunteer work on this 
Interfaith project. 

Activities woUld Include tutor- 
ing, counselling and helping chil- 
dren with problems, assisting In 
handicrafts and hobbies, directing 
' some sports activities, assisting in 
-j- the care of babies, teaching Sun- 
i day school and leading various 
outings and sightseeing trips.

Dr. Joseph R. Sizoo, Milbank Pro- 
fessor of Religion, says, “Psychol- 
ogy, sociology, religion and educa- 
tion majors will find this a useful 
opportunity to practice what they 
have learned — it could function as 
a lab.” 

Students Welcome 

Although the Religious council 
is sponsoring the movement, all 
students are welcome, to help. The 
Idea for a campus activity came 
from Rebecca Leeds, president of 
the Religious council. 

She became Interested in Junior 
Village after reading a series of 
newspaper articles describing con- 
ditions there. Her enthusiasm soon 
spread to the council. 

The council has visited the vil- 
lage. The next step will be the 
orientation meeting Tuesday to 
learn whether or not students are 
interested In the project and, if 
so, what fields are particularly 
appealing. 

Start Work 

If the response Is encouraging, 
definite plans will be formed and 
groups can start to work some- 
time during this semester. Meet- 


ing invitations have been sent to 
the presidents of all the school 
organizations. The- council asks 
for support and hopes that the 
movement might develop into • 
separate group. 

The work is not difficult, the ad- 
vantages are many, and the need 
is great. This, according to the 
Religious council would be a 
chance for students to help so- 
ciety while helping themselves.

Buff Basketball Inheritance 

Followers of the Colonial basketball team have been 
treated to some very exciting play in the last few years. When 
the Buff first started playing basketball intercollegiately in 
1907, they finished with a poor 0-9 record. But it is thrilling 
to watch them now as a winning team against the nation’s 
best college fives. 

Just a few years ago, the Colonials were sparked by two 
basketball ’ greats, Walter “Corky” Devlin and Joe Holup. 
Paced by these two sensations of the roundball, the Buff 
rolled up an impressive 24-6 record in the 1954-55 campaign 
and finished second in the All-College Tournament behind the 
number one team in the country, San Francisco. 

The 1958-59 five was a real tribute to the University and 
to basketball although its record 14-11, indicated not too much 
more than a mediocre season. However, in all but three of 
these losses the Colonials came within five points of the win- 
ners. In fact the Buff lost a total of 8 clashes by a total of 
only 21 points. 

The 1958-59 edition of Colonial Basketball finished fourth 
In the nation In free throw percentage and tenth in field goal 
accuracy. These efforts were against some pretty good squads, 
for West Virginia and VPI were ranked three and four nation- 
ally in offense, and Jerry West made every All-American 
squad last year.
